FOR PRIMARIES 

ATMOSPHERE IS RAPIDLY CLEARING 

Approach of Voting Day Brings Lines 

of Cleavage of the Various Fac¬ 
tions into Plain Sight 

The political atmosphere surrounding 
the various Republican candidates for 
the governoship has been clearing rapidly 
of late. As the date of the primaries 
approaches the forces which are really 
hacking the different candidates become 
more and more apparent. And the re¬ 
sult becomes more and more certain. 
The best political judgment of the -tale, 
regardless of preference, now regards the 
nomination of Johnson a- assured. 

Alden Anderson is the unfortunate man 
with the brand of railroad machine can 
didate indelibly impressed cpon him. 
That has been plain for some time, so 
plain that it really has not been nece- 
sary to '“pass the word down the line 
among the machine followers. Only a 
realization of the hopelessness ot his 
candidacy will cause a switch from his 
support to that of some more likely can¬ 
didate. 

Phil Stanton has much to commend 
his candidacy, especially as a Southern 
California man. His early record as a 
machine man is against him, but his rec¬ 
ord of the last few years is better. He 
can lie independent it lie wants to be. 
because he has the requisite nerve. Now 
nobody with a lick of political sense 
thinks Stanton is the candidate of the 
machine in the sense of being brought 
out by the machine. No more is Curry. 
Each has a large personal following. 
But either would he acceptable to the 
machine in preference to Johnson. Either 
might have been the machine candidate 
if sufficient strength had been shown. 

Stantons’ personal following combine- 
two elements. Part of them are men 
who have always been machine workers 
and whose sympathies yet lie in that di¬ 
rection. And part are p rsonal friends 
who have always been machine work¬ 
ers and whose sympathies yet lie in 
that direction. And part are personal 
friends who are just as firm believers in 
good government as any one in the state. 

There is plenty of evidence that the 
Stanton sentiment is being kept alive 
through the hopeless contest for the ex¬ 
press purpose of keeping the good gov¬ 
ernment element from going over to 
Johnson. Probably seventy-live pt r cent 
of the Stanton forces in Los Angeles 
would go to Johnson in case Stanton 
were eliminated from the contest. 

The situation as to the senatorship 
leaves much to be desired, from any 
point of view. Judge Works, the Lin¬ 
en it most Republicans and lacks the right 
suit most epuldiean- and lacks the right 
personality to make any very general 
appeal for support. Meserve is an ex¬ 
ceedingly bright man of undoubted per- 
• sonal honesty. But his sympathies arc 
too much in the direction of the ma¬ 
chine and its supporting interests. 

Spalding has been a di-appointment in 
refusing to commit himself on the im¬ 
portant and well defined issues. 1 here 
are plenty of indications that the legis¬ 
lature will choose a senator to suit it¬ 
self, regardless ot tin* result of the ad 
visory vote. 


ASSESSMENT ROLL COMPLETED I 

After much tribulation and overtime 
work with the adding machine. Assessor 
Philip C. Carter, assisted by Roland 
Adams, has completed the city assess¬ 
ment roll for 1010. The total assessed 
valuation shown is $1,181,915. Last 
year’s valuation was $1,030,291, showing 
an increase of $145,624.

TALES OF THE TRAIL 
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Deer are hard to find and still harder 
to shoot this year, judging by reports 
from returning hunters iu the mountains 
hereabouts. Little luck is reported this 
side of the West Fork, but the deer are 
found to be more numerous in the more 
remote parts of the range. From the 
Tejunga came reports of fair sport. Pine 
Flats region seems to offer little reward 
for hunters, while Barley Flats appears 
to be a little more favorable. Several 
Sierra Mad re people have had a taste of 
venison brought down from Barley Flats 
by C. F. Gray on Friday of last week. 
The editor was not of tlit* fortunate 
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To get results by the system referred 
to, always take a pack burro along when 
vou go to Bariev Flats. Drive your 
burro around the Flats till you spy a 
deer. Quietly unload the pack. Taking 
a rope for a las-o. climb on the burro's 
back and hide yourself close up behind 
one of the animal’s ears where the deer 
cannot see you. Then drive the burro 
toward the deer, which vou will have 


charcoal large enough for a fair target. 
Then, siezing your trusty rifle step 
hack to a distance required by the ethics 
of a true sportsman who would not la* 
guilty of "potshooting.” take careful 
aim at the charcoal mark, and tin* buck 
is yours. Careful observance of all the 
rules will cause you to avoid several 
pitfalls of the deer hunter. There is no 
danger of getting a doe by mistake and 
there is no chance of a wounded animal 
getting away unless your bullet chances 
to cut the rope and release him. Mr. 
Gray cheerfully recommends these rules 
to the consideration of all would-be deer 
hunters. * * *

“THE CHANNEL ISLANDS” 

Among the new hooks recently added 
to the public library is Prof. Charles 
Frederick Holders latest, "The t haniiel 
Islands of California.” If its delight- 
were generally known the book would 
speedily become ene of ttie most popular 
in the California ease. Following i- an 
excerpt from the review of the book pub¬ 
lished recently in The Graphic: 

There lives no angler, no sportsman 
with soul so dead that lie feels no re¬ 
sponsive thrill when a new book by 
Professor Holder is announced. The 
present volume, "The Channel Islands 
of California.” cover- a much wider -cope 
than Mr. Holder’s other works on angling 
in Southern California waters, and aside 
from the chapters on fishing, contains a 
great deal of interesting and valuable 
information, such as dbuhl emanate only 
from the pen of one thoroughly familiar 
with the subject of which he writes.

He has had other weapons 
which have done good service of the 
same kind, but the statistics of the one 
mentioned should serve to bony t lie 
hopes of some of our discouraged nim- 


Nieolas, the Coronados. Aneapa, Santa 
Rosa, Santa Cruz, even the "Lost Is¬ 
lands,” whose tops are submerged be¬ 
neath an ever-complaining sea. Not 
merely the fishing and hunting, but the 
economic value, the geology; the fauna, 
the flora, the prehistoric peoples, the 
early discoveries and what not are set 
forth in a manner that makes the read¬ 
er loth to drop the book till the last 
page is reached. \4 e shall find well- 
known friends and familiar stories of 
angling; once again the author tells of 
the story of how Jim Gardner followed 
the tuna to the bottom of the sea and 
brought it triumphantly to the boat—it 
had already been brought to gaff, and 
that is what made the story. Ample 
space is given to the Tuna Club and its 
achievements, though we look in vain 
for the astounding annals of the Porch 
Club that gave zest to the pages of the 
volume produced jointly by Professor 
Holder and Prof. David Starr Jordan. 

There will bo many wbo have consid¬ 
ered themselves familiar with various 
of the Channel Islands, who will learn 


of countless things new and essential 
when they read this book. The work is 
really a revelation in this respect. The 
chapters on San Clement Island are es¬ 
pecially valuable. It is to be hoped that 
those in authority will recognize the im¬ 
portance ot making this and certain 
others of the islands angling preserves. 

There are several chapters devoted to 
the wonderful fishing among the Chan¬ 
nel Islands. But after all the chief value 
of the book is tlie amazing store of in¬ 
formation it contains; and it is con¬ 
veyed in such an easy, interesting way 
that the reader does not realize what a 
storehouse the book is. until he reaches 
the end and stuns it all up. 

There is a complete index, one hun¬ 
dred and fifty appropriate illustrations 
and an appendix containing much in¬ 
formation regarding the different va¬ 
rieties of fish, the season and the tackle 
for catching them. etc. Vo sportsman’s 
library is complete without a volume of 
“The Channel Islands of California.” 
and the book will surely take anothei 
place as a valuable work of reference.

But nowadays they ask if we've 
got a septic tank, if the sewers of 
towns above empty into our water sup¬ 
ply. about lly control, and mosquito 
control, and how about the schools, if 
children’s diseases are stamped out by 
quarantine or allowed to run. So of 
course I am working over time on sani¬ 
tation. because the chances of a com¬ 
mission depend on the amount of goods 
you can show. Also the less sickness 
and fewer hard luck stories there are 
in town the bet ter it is for my business. 
Then again, we not only have more 
chance of making deals with those who 
naturally come our way. but we land a 
good many who have been scared out of 
the unhealthv towns.''
